i On Friday the 8h. Day -of Augu#t, 1684. William Cullifiord Eſq; a Gentleman of 
known Loyalty and Integrity to his Prince and Country, having had ſome Bufi-_ 
neſs at the Cuſtom. Houſe in London, as he came thence, and was going up the Hl 
n Water-lane, not far from the Poſt and Chain; he was followed by one George 
bk : Cruffe ( formerly in ſome Office belonging to the Cuſfom-Houſe, and ſince turned one tor” 
- Midemeanours ). till. he. came juſt againſt cho Plzmers Shop in the ſame Lane; - 
—— where unperceived, the faid Cruff came up to him, and drawing out a Pol, fud- 
denly Diſcharged upon him, and ſhot a brace- of Bullets into his Body. The 
ltrangeneſs of the Attempr, the ſame heing at Noon-Day, and in ſo Publick aPlace, 
was the Aſtoniſhment of all ſuch who-beheld it; who came in Immediately to the” 
Apprehenſion of the Criminal, but he ſeemednot art all Concerned thereat: and never 
fo much as endeavoured his Eſcape i declaring. that if -the Aion were a ſecond 
ume to have been Committed, he would willingly and readily have' undertaken the 
lame. The” Andacious Villain being thereupon taken into Cuſtody: Squire Culliford 
was carried into the Dolphin-Tavern, at the'end of Mark;Lane ; where likewiſe they

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\ Soon after which notice being givcin hereof to the Wo:ſhipful Sir Joby Buckworth, 


Knight and Alderman of the City of Lowdon, who was at the ſame time fitting as 


Commiſſioner, in the Cuſtom Houſe he came to the Delphin, and being one of the 


Faſtices of the Peace tor Lower, he rook-the felow nto Examinarion inquiring: into. 


the reaion of ſo Barbarous/an Attempr, « which the fellow 'would not-in the leaſt ex- 


tenuate, bur boldly declared that he &:d and had long fince intended the Fact, which 


he was not ar all ſorry fer, pretending that the Squire had wronged or otherwiſe 
injur2d him in the Diſplacing him trom his former Imployment and Lively-hood, 
in the World:- earryingit all the while fo unconcerned, that all Perſons ftood amazed 
thereat : Nay-ſuch a Monſtrous height of Impudence pofſeit the execrable and abomi- 
nahle wrergh, thathe declared if any other perſon had done him the like injury,. and 
his liberty were reftored him he would in like. manner rake revenge upon him for 
doing, adding,thar nothing troubled him but thathe had not ſeen the Gentleman Dead 
before his Confinement in Newgate, whether he was forthwith Committed and 
where he. now remains, to conſider of the Villany he ſtands Guilty of ; which certain- 


1y.is one of the moſt bare-Facedand audacious Crimes we have read orheard of : Not 


only in that the ſame was dons at Mid-day but” allo in the Publick ſtreet: without 
zither hope or intention of Eſcape or Pardon, ſo that we may juſtly reckon thisa 
ſecond Felton, who outof a like Spirit of forechought Malice and revenge Murdered 
the lafe Duke of Buckizgham, and who in Point or Honour owned and bragg'd of his 
Villany to the very, place of Execution : whether in due time the juſtice of Nativn, 
will undoubtedly bring all fuch Crim.inalls. | | 

But tho the Example of ſuch M=ns Faults are every Day ſet as a Warning to 
others, y=t isthe Temprations of the Dewi] fo prevalent on too many; that ſeldom 
a Week but affords us more than one Inftance of this kind, as this hath done. For 
that one Monday laſt at Kenſington in the County of Middleſex, a Perion of Qual- 
lity's Groom being Rideing owt of Town, he wrs met byi a Lifegward-Man, in the 
middle of the Town, near the Red-Lyon-Inn, and tome Diifercnce hapning between 
them about the Way, they Quarzeled, and feyeral Blows were exchanged between 
them, till' at Izft the Groom ftruck him over the Face with his Whip 1o ſevere a 
Blow that the Blood guit't our, which put the Lifeguard-Man into fo great a Paſſion 
that 'immediately drawing gut one of his Pi/e/s, hc clap'd the fame to the Temples, 
of the Groom : and tho as*fome believe the fame .was only Charged w:h Powder, 
yet -the ſame had ſuch eff: uxzon him: that, both his Eyes were Shoc out, 
and made ſo great a Wound in his Head that when the Chyjrurgeon came to:Probe 
It, /he could tun his Fingure therein; fo that ali People looked on. the, fame as 
Mortal. The Groom that was thus Wounded was carried in'o the Red-Lyon-Inn 
aforeſaid : But the Lifeguard-man 1ceing him tall, being well Monnted, made away 
with all che ſpeed he could ;- and tho teveral People pwtued him, Eſcaped as far 
as Chertſea; ron the otherlide of the Water, in; the County of: Surrey ; where it was 
found chat ke had lefr his Horſe, and had betale.; himſeit cither co Jome privats 
reception..in the Town, or gone further a- field, out-of rhe :cach of the Hue and 
Cry: fo that , heis nor taken, nor hath as yet Rendred himſelf up. co. Juſtice. 
But'when Blosd” Crys for-Vengeance, as in this caſe, rare it is but P:iovrideuce in-

” Having given you theſe 2 Relations, I thought fit to ſubjoyn the further account 
of a certain Fire, that hapned at a little Town call'd Church-bill, .nzar Chippaug-Norton 
in Oxferd:ſbeire ; which fell out by the Covetuoſneſs of an Old Woman, who to: 
{fzve the. expence of Chimmey-Money: and being by Trade a Baker: had made a 
Funnel from her Oven into another Chimmey : which tho ſhe had notice of, and 
twice before had like jo have .Burat the Houſe : yet did ſhe not alter the ſame; 
ell. on Wedneſday the 3oth. of Fuly laſt, abour four or five of the Clock inthe Aiter- 
noon a Fire Broke out, which continued-fo fierce, that in the ſpace of. four Hours 
the ſame Conſumed Twenty Habitations, beſides - Barns and out Houſes in the ſtop- 
ping whereof, four People were KilPd two by falling of the Ruines, and rwo Burnt.
